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Chancellor Hogan Discusses 
Student Issues

Chancellor Hogan met 
with students last Wednesday to 
discuss die problems addressed at 
the last chancellor’s meeting, and 
to hear new concerns of students. 

The DCPO, the agency 
which owns and operates state- 
owned land, offered $7.5 million 
to the owners of the Wannalancit 
Mills, who held out and let the 
deadline for acceptance pass 
without an answer. The owners 
of 600 Suffolk St., a division of 
Wannalancit, withdrew from the 
other partners and are presently 
negotiating with the university 
for the purchase of the Mills. If 
Wannalancit cannot be pur¬ 
chased, the university plans to use 
the smaller McQuade building, 
which the university owns, next 
to the Mills. 

Hogan announced that 
he has recommended that the phi¬ 
losophy major be eliminated. 
The major only graduates two

Are you interested in 
starting, managing, and innovat¬ 
ing your own business? Mel 
Epstein, a visiting professor at 
UMass Lowell, will be teaching 
Entrepreneurial Management of 
New and Small Enterprises dur¬ 
ing the upcoming winter semes¬ 
ter. 

“It’s the ideal course for 
all students,’’ said Epstein. 
“Students can be challenged to 
make real business decisions.’’ 

The course will cover 
four basic elements, including 


seniors a year, 0.1% of the gradu¬ 
ating class. The Philosophy 
Department will remain, because 
it is an essential part of the 
humanities courses taught at the 
university. The music perfor¬ 
mance major is still under consid¬ 
eration for elimination. 

Barnes & Noble is going 
to open a small store in the reno¬ 
vated Jordan Marsh building 
downtown. The store will not sell 
books, but they will sell universi¬ 
ty paraphernalia. The goal of the 
store is to gain exposure for the 
university. 

Students addressed con¬ 
cerns about the difficulty in trans¬ 
ferring files, specifically tran¬ 
scripts, between departments 
within the university. The offices 
singled out were the Registrar’s 
and Financial Aid offices. In 
order to receive financial aid, you 
have to have a transcript. You 
cannot have a transcript unless 
your tuition is paid through 
Financial Aid. Hogan found this 
problem ridiculous, and will try 
to find a way to remedy it. 


how to organize, how to finance, 
how to market, and where your 
talents are. 

“We’ll go over the basic 
paradox of management,” 
explains Epstein. “You need 
systems and rules, but on the 
other hand, you need spirit. You 
have to have the right dosage at 
the right time.” 

Some material will 
focus on Harvard Business case 
studies, as well as on various 
companies. The course will also 
outline business plans and how 
to raise money. 

In addition, the course 
will show how to delegate 
responsibilities, how to coordi- 


When asked about the 
non-centralized offices for stu¬ 
dent services, Hogan referred to 
the planned student center. The 
planned site for the center is the 
storage house for the Park 
Service behind Fox Hall. The 
100,000-square-foot building will 
be equally split between recre¬ 
ational activities and socializing, 
i.e., clubs and other student orga¬ 
nizations. The center would be 
attached to Fox by a bridge on the 
fourth floor. The lower floors of 
Fox, except the cafeteria, would 
be replaced by centralized student 
services and offices. A commit¬ 
tee consisting of administration 
and students are working on what 
will be included in the new cen¬ 
ter. The estimated cost for the 
project is $11 million, and con¬ 
struction is planned to begin in 
another year. 

A new student at the uni¬ 
versity voiced concern about the 
limited access to buildings and 
facilities during the weekend, as

He has worked on Wall Street 
and is the founder and director of 
three businesses: Business 
Strategies, Cambridge 
Technology Enterprise Forum, 
and the Cambridge Dinner Party. 

“I hope to eventually 
start an entrepreneurial institute 
at UMass Lowell,” said Epstein.

Student Organizations 
Deliver Annual Reviews 
at Student Senate 
Meeting

The UML Student 
Senate meeting on November 15 
featured brief presentations by 
student organizations. These pre¬ 
sentations, which are required to 
be given annually before the 
Student Senate, describe what the 
Student Government-funded 
organizations do at the university, 
their current state of membership 
and activity, and their future 
plans. 

Jason Strunk, director of 
operations for the Emergency 
Medical Services, said that the 
UML EMS consists of 16 certi¬ 
fied EMTs and 10 cadets who are 
First-Responder certified and on 
their way to becoming EMTs. All 
are UML students. He stated that 
UML EMS provides 24-hour cov¬ 
erage during the school year, 
including sports and other special 
events. They offer basic life sup¬ 
port and quick (3-4 minute) 
response, first aid, and CPR train¬ 
ing, and arrange for EMT instruc¬ 
tion through the Division of 
Continuing Education. 

Strunk also mentioned 
that representatives of UML EMS 
recently attended the National 
Police and EMS Conference and 
that the group is one of 184 
known college EMS groups 
worldwide. He added that UML 
EMS, since August 31, responded 
to 83 calls. Last year they 
responded to around 300 calls, 
with an average of 100 patients 
transported via Trinity 
Ambulance very year. While 
UML EMS cannot transport 
patients in their own vehicles, 
they hope to be certified within 
the next two years. 

The EMS director of 
operations announced that EMS 
will be receiving a new, donated 
vehicle. Strunk discovered with¬ 
in the past week that Careline, 
Inc. will, by the end of the month, 
donate a 1990 van to the EMS, 
along with an agreement to pro¬ 
vide all regular maintenance and 
services for as long as it in ser¬ 
vice at UML. There will be a 
dedication ceremony when the 
vehicle arrives. 

The UML chapter of 
MassPIRG, represented by Staff 
member Jim Amspacher, said that 
in addition to their pursuit of 
environmental issues, MassPIRG 
is fighting to stop the cuts in 
Financial Aid proposed by the 
Republican Party in Congress. 


They recently held a rally at the 
Statehouse in Boston to raise the 
level of student concern. 
Amspacher announced that 
MassPIRG will be organizing the 
National Voter Registration and 
Get Out and Vote Conference at 
Harvard University on February 
17 and 18. Also planned is a 
National Student Primary 
Election, which is a mock presi¬ 
dential primary election, the loca¬ 
tion of which is yet to be 
announced. Amspacher said that 
there are currently between five 
and eight full-time members, but 
that several people have volun¬ 
teered for certain events. 

Student D.J. Deeb, Class 
of ‘99, voiced his agreement with 
their voter registration mission, 
but announced that, contrary to 
the belief that Republicans want 
to cut financial aid. Senate 
Republicans want to increase 
loans by $24-36 billion, giving a 
56% increase. Deeb added that 
the House version is similar. 

Student Senator Michael 
Conrad, Class of ‘97, referring to 
colored-paper handouts that 
MassPIRG uses, asked 
Amspacher why MassPIRG uses 
non-recyclable paper, when they 
advocate the use of recyclable 
paper. Amspacher replied that he 
was told by someone in the recy¬ 
cling business that colored paper 
is recyclable. Conrad also 
inquired why the rally at the 
Statehouse was organized after 
the House and Senate passed the 
bill that they were rallying for. 
Amspacher said that the rally was 
set up on short notice, and that the 
bill still has to be signed into law 
by the governor, so the rally still 
could have some impact. 

The Literary Society and 
MAGIK club also gave presenta¬ 
tions at the Senate meeting. The

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Skills Study Expected to Help 
Refine Factors For Job Success

A recently completed 
nationwide study designed to 
assess skill levels of American 
workers will further refine 
requirements for success in the 
work force. Secretary of Labor 
Robert B. Reich and Secretary of 
Education Richard W. Riley 
announced last week. 

“We have known for 
some time that well-defined job 
skills are key to success in the 
workplace,” Reich said. “Now 
we have concrete evidence of 
specific skill areas which con¬ 
tribute to productivity.” 

“As educators restruc¬ 
ture America’s high schools to 
make the important link between 
school and work, this study can 
help assure that the right skills are 
being taught and learned,” Riley 
said. 

The initial phase of the 
National Job Analysis Study, con¬ 
ducted by researchers at 
American College Testing, shows 
that customer service, computer 
skills and safeguarding informa¬ 
tion are among the most impor¬ 
tant and frequently performed 
activities in the workplace today. 
Other highly rated areas include 
scheduling and managing work 
activities and providing informa¬ 
tion to other people. 

Based on a survey of 
12,000 workers in 6,000 organi¬ 
zations, the study reviewed more 
than 200 common activities that 
contribute to productivity on the 
job. Job areas selected represent¬ 
ed 164 of the fastest growing 
occupations in the country. The 
study is funded jointly by the 
U.S. Departments of Education 
and Labor.

well as the lack of bus service. 

Hogan explained that, due to the 
small number of residents who 
are on campus during weekends, 
programs and services during the 
weekend were cut to save money. 
Regarding buses, Hogan said it is 
not economical to run a bus on 
the weekends. Hogan also 
explained that most of the stu¬ 
dents are commuters, and that 
50% of the faculty live outside of 
the Lowell area. 

During the meeting, 
concerns were raised that the 
Activities Commission is out of 
money and that the reserve funds 
for activities are in jeopardy. 


Hogan explained that many of the 
recreational organizations and the 
Athletic Department are working 
on restructuring their programs to 
fit a fixed budget. 

When asked, Pete 
Stramese, AC director, said that 
the Activities Commission budget 
is not depleted, but that the com¬ 
mission is looking to cosponsor 
events in order to save money. 

Another concern of stu¬ 
dents is the advising procedures. 
One student said that he does not 
plan on graduating on time, 
because his advisor did not tell 
him that he required a foreign 
language in order to graduate. 
Other complaints were the diffi¬ 
culty of finding an advisor, wrong 
and missing information, uncon¬ 


cerned faculty, and difficulty 
finding information outside of the 
department. Hogan said that he 
would look into and try and find a 
solution to the problem. 

When questioned about 
alcohol and drug abuse in the res¬ 
idence halls, both Dr. Hogan and 
Dean Leo King expressed con¬ 
cern. When asked about actions 
that could be taken. Dean King 
said that the university is aware 
of the problem and that they are 
working on it. One of the diffi¬ 
culties of fighting drugs is trying 
to balance a student’s civil rights 
and right to privacy with law 
enforcement.

Day cancellations do not automatically apply to evening classes. The decision on 
evening class cancellation will be made by Continuing Education and a separate 
announcement by the approved stations will be made. 

SKELETON DAYS/ ADVERSE WEATHER PROCEDURES 
The advent of Collective Bargaining Agreements and other new personnel policies 
have precluded the authorization of skeleton forces with one exception- adverse and 
extreme weather conditions. In case of extreme heal, snow, or ice storms, the deci¬ 
sion to authorize a force will be left to the Chancellor of each campus (Chancellor, 
UMass. Lowell) or his designee. 

EXTREME HEAT 

No skeleton force should be authorized until 1:00 PM on the second subsequent work 
day in a series of consecutive work days when the official outside air temperature 
exceeds 95 degrees. Among the factors to be considered are the availability of air 
conditioning and indoor versus outdoor work. The final decision rests with the 
agency head (Chancellor, UMass Lowell). Past practice in these matters will be hon¬ 
ored. 

SNOW AND ICE STORMS 

Often a storm affects only part of the State. Skeleton force authorization should be 
limited to the geographical area and agencies, facilities, and institutions concerned. 
The presence of mass transportation, other private agency closings, and car pools are 
among the items considered when declaring a skeleton force. 

Employees should not call the Governor’s Office, the Executive Office for 
Administration and Finance, or the State Department of Personnel Administration for 
information on possible skeleton force administration. The decision rests with the 
agency head (Chancellor, UMass Lowell).

The Legacy of Yitzak Rabin 


In Memory of Tom 


D.J. Deeb

The world was stunned 
when Eatan Haber of the Israeli 
Prime Minister’s Press Bureau 
issued the following statement on 
Saturday, November 4, 1995: 
“The government of Israel 
announces with shock, great 
grief, and deep pain, the death of 
Prime Minister Yitzak Rabin, 
who was killed by an assailant 
tonight in Tel Aviv.” Rabin was 
just getting into his limousine 
when three bullets were fired, 
killing him within seconds. 27- 
year-old Jewish law student Yigal 
Amir was immediately arrested 
and charged with the crime. The 
assassin made it clear that he 
opposed the peace process and 
that he had no regrets about his 
actions. Government officials 
have linked Amir to Israeli 
extremist groups and there is cur¬ 
rently a question as to whether 
the gunman acted alone. Minutes 
before his assassination, Rabin 
spoke at a peace rally in Tel Aviv. 

Yitzak Rabin had a long 
career in the military and politics. 
He was a military soldier and 
leader who served in Israel’s 
1948 War for Independence. In 
later years, Rabin served as 
ambassador to Washington, 
Israel’s chief of staff, and defense 
minister. In addition, Rabin twice 
proudly served as the first Israeli- 
born prime minister of Israel. 

Rabin began his career 
as a hard-liner opposing compro¬ 
mise with the Arabs. In recent 
times, however, he reevaluated 
the situation. Rabin summarized 
his philosophy at the peace rally. 
In his last words to the world, 
Rabin exclaimed, “For 27 years, I

was a military man. I fought all 
the time. There was no chance 
for peace.

Following the assassination, a 
tearful President Clinton com¬ 
mented that Rabin “risked his life 
to defend his country - today he 
gave his life to bring a lasting 
peace.” Senate majority leader 
Bob Dole called Rabin “a hero in 
a land of heroes.” PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, who shared the 
Nobel Peace Prize with Rabin 
and Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres last year, said he 
was astonished “by this awful, 
terrible crime.” 

Over the past few years. 
Prime Minister Rabin has active¬ 
ly worked to bring about a lasting 
peace and coexistence among 
Arabs and Jews in the Middle 
East. He put aside all past feel¬ 
ings of hostility to sign a peace 
and territorial agreement with the 
PLO. He was also influential in 
improving relations with neigh¬ 
boring Arab countries, including 
Jordan and Egypt. 

Another great world 
leader has died in the name of 
peace. Yitzak Rabin did not die 
in vain. We must not let the ene¬ 
mies of peace prevail. We owe it 
to Mr. Rabin to continue the 
peace process. Acting Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres has 
indicated that he will continue on 
the path of peace. Peres has stat¬ 
ed “His [Rabin’s] life was cut off, 
but not his efforts. We are deter¬ 
mined to continue on his road.”

brighter future for their country. 
At the end of this rally, a brief 
moment of happiness and sepa¬ 
ration from fear swept the crowd 
as they sang with their leaders 
“Shir Ha-Shalom, The Song of 
Peace.” At 9:40 PM two shots 
rang out, and Yitzhak Rabin was 
dead.

One day about four 
years ago, as I was on my way to 
see a faculty member about a 
committee of which we were both 
members, I overheard the tail end 
of a conversation he was having 
with a student. The student was 
very excited: “Newcomer! Yes, 
I’m a newcomer! I never thought 
of it that way before. That’s 
good, father, that’s good!” 

“Yes, it sounds a bit bet¬ 
ter than ‘alien,’ don’t you think?” 

“Yes!” replied the stu¬ 
dent, who was from India. “It 
makes me feel a little bit more 
welcome. Maybe some day I will 
belong.” 

That was Tom, a 
Catholic priest I had the honor to 
know for a few years during my 
time working as a campus minis¬ 
ter at a Catholic college. It was 
all too brief a time. Tom died of 
complications of AIDS in 1991. 
He was a person whom it would 
be impossible to forget. 

Tom was always con¬ 
cerned with justice, with making 
people feel welcome. He had an 


pocket, and the bullet went 
through this song.” These are 
the words of Shimon Peres, now 
acting prime minister of Israel, 
after the assassination of Rabin. 
Rabin knew the “Song of Peace” 
by heart and put it in his chest 
pocket while he sang with the 
crowd, not knowing that the 
scroll would be covered with his 
own blood. 

The assassination of Rabin 
shocked the world. It became a 
reminder of what the price of 
peace is, the death of peacemak¬ 
ers. For the first time since the 
Pax Romana, this region of the 
world has a chance for peace, 
something that no one could 
have imagined after the 
Arab/Israeli War and the Six- 
Day War. The generals, soldiers, 
and politicians of those wars 
actually sat down and talked 
peace, but now many of the 
gains may be lost because of an 
assassin. 

It is a known fact that no 
peace accord will end hatred. 
Slavery has been banned in this 
country for 120 years and we 


unshakable sense of right and 
wrong that he didn’t hesitate to 
put into words. He was not, how¬ 
ever, judgmental or self-right¬ 
eous. He was a truly human per¬ 
son. 

Even though he was, at 
times, very ill, he did not miss the 
opportunity to notice other peo¬ 
ple. One day I met him in the 
hallway and he stopped to talk for 
a moment. 

“Susie is very sick, 
Maura. In fact, she is dying. I 
know what death looks like. I see 
it each morning when I look in 
the mirror. What is being done 
for her?” 

He was right. The per¬ 
son he spoke about had cancer 
and I and another staff member 
were trying to decide the best 
way to facilitate her getting the 
help she needed. Tom suggested 
a family approach, which was the 
way we went. He shook us out of 
our dilemma and moved us to 
action. Tom was like that. 

When we are confronted 
with an illness such as AIDS we 
often ask the question “How did 
he get it?” or “How did she get 
it?” It seems that we think the 


still have racism. The only 
chance that hatred will end is 
when someone walks up to his 
or her enemy, stretches out a 
hand, and says ‘There has been 
enough death, it is time to stop 
fighting.” Rabin and Arafat did 
that, amid much controversy. 

As for the extremists who 
celebrate the death of Rabin, 
they seem not to care what kind 
of world they are leaving behind. 
The suicide bombers who are 
dying for their belief that peace 
is impossible will be forgotten. 
They will be forgotten 100 years 


answer we hear might justify our 
concern for the person. Or per¬ 
haps it will give us an out. 
Perhaps we won’t have to be con¬ 
cerned if the person engaged in 
some behavior that put her at risk. 
We can go on our merry way feel¬ 
ing self-righteous and therefore 
separate from the rest of 
humankind. Tom was not like 
that. 

As we approach World 
AIDS Day, December 1, there is 
something each and everyone of 
us can do to alleviate a little 
human suffering. We can refuse 
to buy the idea that people 
deserve the suffering that comes 
to them in this life. Suffering and 
disease are part of our condition, 
no one is more or less deserving 
than anyone else. The question of 
blame or guilt may indeed come 
to our minds because no one is 
perfect. We can, however, refuse 
to let the question escape our lips. 
And if we hear the question from 
those around us, we might answer 
with a question of our own: 
“What does it matter?” I doubt 
that anyone can come up with an 
answer to that. Then we might be 
able to move on to a better ques¬ 
tion: “How can I help?” 


from now, when their grave 
stones are weathered. People 
will either ignore their graves 
out of disgust for the past vio¬ 
lence, or because one old corpse 
from a war doesn’t matter. 

For all of their faults, 
the leaders in the Middle East 
who have stopped the fighting 
should be applauded for taking 
the first step in ending 2,000 
years of hate. Their example is 
the legacy which Rabin leaves 
behind, and he should be remem¬ 
bered as one who attempted to 
create a peaceful world.

Greg Brady Stops the Groovy Train 
at UMass Lowell

Greg Brady (oops, I 
mean Barry Williams) came 
Johnny Bravo-ing onto the 
UMass Lowell campus last week 
with “Brady Mania” at Cumnock 
Hall. His* 90-minute show, for 
which he was nominated “Best 
Campus Speaker of the Year” by 
the National Association of 
Campus Activities (NACA), cov¬ 
ered all the nasty, behind-the- 
scenes rumors we’ve all heard but 
could never really believe. 

The show began with a 
general rundown of each charac¬ 
ter’s most famous lines, as well as 
some classic scenes of the 
immensely popular series, which 


is now shown twice a day on 
WTBS. “The Brady Bunch’ ran 
for four successive decades,” said 
Williams. “It has survived 10 
reunions through six different 
presidents. It was the only show 
to run longer than the O.J. 
Simpson trial, and was more 
believable, too!” 

Taking us on a guided 
tour of the Brady universe, the 
audience cavorted through the 
steamy Florence Henderson 
rumors, the development of “The 
Brady Bunch” cartoon, the 
reunion shows, and the current 
status of the “Bunch” cast mem¬ 
bers. On the Mama-Brady front, 
the elder boy Brady reassured the 
audience that his “date” with Flo 
was the result of a schoolboy 
crush that gave him a true sense 


of his age. But his infatuation 
never wavered. “It’s amazing 
what a 16-year-old boy can do 
with an 8x10 glossy and a bottle 
of Wesson oil!”

Williams’s tongue-in- 
cheek attitude concerning the 
whole Brady phenomena made 
for a very humorous perfor¬ 
mance, especially when he 
emerged from behind the screen 
in polyester trousers, a frayed 
vest, and, of course, the tinted 
shades so popular in the early 
70’s. About 40 enthusiastic stu¬ 
dents ran to the stage to join him 
when he offered to lead all those 
willing through those groovy 
“Brady Steps.” 

Williams, the only cast 
member cashing in regularly on 
the show’s popularity, has kept 


himself busy the past few years. 
He was nominated for a Cable 
Ace Award for Best Male Role in 
a Comedy, and after the final run 
of the short-lived “The Brady’s” 
in the early 90’s, Broadway came 
knocking. Williams starred in 
City of Angels , 

Romance/Romance , Pippin , and 
the Man of La Mancha. During 
the show, Williams displayed his 
Broadway persona and matured 
and melodic voice in a rendition 
of Les Miserables ’ “Bring Him 
Home.” 

His best selling book, 
Growing Up Brady: I Was a 
Teenage Greg, pushed Williams 
into the campus circuit. This 
publicity tour has lasted for some 
time now, though it was original¬ 
ly intended to be a two-month 
stint, according to his manager 
Hubert Fryman. “1 met Barry in 
Cape Cod, when he was 
doing the national tour of 
City of Angels , says 
Fryman. “He asked me to 
go on the road with him for 
a few months. That was 
three years ago.” 

Twentysomethings 
everywhere recognize the 
impact of the “Brady 
Bunch” in one form or 
another. But why is it still 
so popular? “People want 
to see what they enjoyed as

It was a groovy night, to 
say the least. 



New Releases 

Passengers: Original 
Soundtracks / 
Various Artists 

Some well-known, 
eclectic contemporaries have 
come together in a rare composi¬ 
tion of soundtracks from various 
and relatively unknown interna¬ 
tional films. Bono and the Edge 
from U2 pair up with renowned 
tenor Luciano Pavarotti for the 
wonderful “Miss Sarajevo,” 
adapted from Bill Carter’s award¬ 
winning documentary about the 
besieged Sarajevans, as they are 
subjected to the atrocities of a 
country at war. The themes 
beneath each soundtrack vary 
from one man’s obsession with a 
girl cashier, to apartheid in South 
Africa, to activities performed by 
a computer criminal. 

Vocals are covered by 


Bono, Pavarotti, and Adam 
Clayton, and the arresting com¬ 
positions are well-produced and 
performed impeccably. The 
sound does get a bit weary: it’ll 
take at least 2-3 sittings to get the 
effect of the album. It is not one 
to listen to at a party, but one to 
be absorbed on a long road trip. 

The tracks cover a mul¬ 
titude of nations and cultures. 
“Plot 180” (London), “Theme 
from ‘Let’s Go Native’”(S. 
Africa), and “Always Forever 
Now” (Hong Kong) are great 
selections and the artists have 
effectively brought them into the 
mainstream with class. - Mike

Mellon Collie and The 
Infinite Sadness 
Smashing Pumpkins 

Smashing Pumpkins’ 
new and oddly titled double CD 
will put smiles on the faces that 


once pledged their allegiance to 
the hard rockers of ages past. 
Make no mistake, the Pumpkins 
aren’t just another harsh speed 
band, and to categorize them as 
such would be a mistake. In the 
post-Seattle era, it takes some¬ 
thing more than squeezing dozens 
of chords into each second of a 
song to make bands stand out. 

The Chicago-based 
Pumpkins blend staple instru¬ 
mentation with piano, acoustic 
and synthesized guitar to produce 
a sound with more of an edge 
than anything in recent memory. 
Billy Corgan’s boyish screams 
echo eerily at times, and it’s easy 
to mark the Pumpkins as a band 
that kicks serious tail live. It 
seems that no matter how many 
watts your system is putting out, 
it’s not enough to deal with the 
quantity of sheer sound emitting 
from this disc. 

Dawn to Dusk (Disc 1) 
is the heavier of the two, as more 


than half of the 14 songs are legit¬ 
imate brain-jarring material. 
Twilight to Straight (Disc 2) is by 
no means light but is more intro¬ 
spective, split into instrumentals 
and haunting ballads. 

Billy Corgan, techno 
genius Flood, and Alan Moulder 
have produced a thoroughly solid 
compilation, subtle and under¬ 
stated at times, followed by 
adrenaline-pumping thrashing in 
the next breath. It’s the Yuletide 
season, so make sure this one is 
on your list. - Peter Kapoukakis

With a name like Water 
Nipple, they’ve got to be interest¬ 
ing, right? Wrong. About the 
only thing interesting about the 
band is the name. This CD 
sounds like so many bands 
you’ve heard before: Toad the 
Wet Sprocket, Seven Seconds, 


Marillion etc., only it lacks the 
panache and lyrical interest of the 
other bands. 

The bass work is inter¬ 
esting and they have a firm grasp 
of their respective instruments. 
However, their drums and vocals 
tend to be a bit on the bland side 
and no one song jumps out at you. 
This is the type of record that you 
might buy but never listen to. It 
is so subdued and relaxing that 
someday you’ll hear it on an ele¬ 
vator and still not recognize it. 

Water Nipple is on MCA 
records, so the CD booklet is fas¬ 
cinatingly artistic. The only other 
attribute worth mentioning in this 
debacle is the excellent mixing 
and production, done by Gavin 
MacKillop. This band could be 
successful if they went back to 
the drawing board and created 
some interesting melodies with¬ 
out relying so much on the pro¬ 
duction.

Boston Music Awards Celebrate Area Music 

On Thursday, November 2, the 1995 Boston Music Awards were finally held. 
After a delay of several months, a new venue (which was moved from the Wang 
Center for the Performing Arts to the Orpheum Theater), and a new production com¬ 
pany (Regan Communications), the annual event came to fruition. Several big-name 
stars were present, such as jazz innovator Joshua Redman, pop-music icon Carly 
Simon, perennial rock legends Aerosmith, and rising stars Letters to Cleo. 

Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart also made an appearance to present 
this year’s Hall of Fame Award to Carly Simon. In addition, radio station WBCN was 
honored with a special recognition award for its contributions to the careers of many 
Boston rock artists. 

New awards added this year were Outstanding Local Compilation Album, 
Outstanding Gospel Act, Outstanding Blues Album, and Outstanding Country Album 
(Misc.) (Indie Label). The Instrumentalist categories were divided into Outstanding 
Instrumentalist and Outstanding Instrumentalist (Jazz). 

Some major awards which normally would have been presented were 
removed from the main program in order to expedite the ceremony, including the 
award for rap/hip-hop. Area favorites and annual regulars Ed O G & Da Bulldogs 
were not present. 

One of the best performances of the night was by jazz instrumentalist Joshua 
Redman (Outstanding Jazz Act), whose quartet had the audience on its feet. Redman 
qualified as a nominee for the Boston Music Awards because of his collegiate affilia¬ 
tion with the Boston area. Redman attended Harvard University, and, immediately 
after graduating, applied and was accepted to Yale Law School. He has put off his 
legal pursuits for his true love, which is living the life of a big-name jazz musician 
and playing traditional jazz. 

Letters to Cleo, a group that has made a name for itself, performed two songs 
and walked away with a couple of awards. 

Perennial and legendary rock band Aerosmith had two members present and 
came away with a few winners, including Steven Tyler for best male vocalist. 

BMA Founder/Director Candace Avery has made the Boston Music Awards 
an annual event for nine years. She sees the awards as a venue for all performers of 
different styles of music who normally would not come together.
